BENEVENTO PROPOSES 
ASPHALT PLANT 


In a hearing before the Board of 
Appeals Tuesday night, John Bene- 
vento, of the Benevento Sand and 
Gravel Company proposed toerect 
an asphalt mixing plant, on the 
Benevento property off Salem St, 

Speaking for Benevento was Mil- 
ton Heffron. Heffron told the Board 
of Appeals that only two types of 
Asphalt would be prepared, neither 
of which would have any odor, 

The sand and the asphalt would 
have to be trucked in, the Board 
was told, but the crushed stone 
was already on the site, and if 
the supply were to become exhaus~ 
ted the operation would cease, 

Heffron estimated 15 or 20 truck 
loads a day into the plant, and about

Last summer, at the time the Town Manager 
and some of the Selectmen were trying to 
hush up the Ballardvale Street mess, the 
Town Manager issued a statement through his 
kept press to the effect that no state money 
had ever been spent on the building of side- 
walks on school projects in Wilmington - 
said sidewalks, of course, being along the 
street but on school property. 

He was quite emphatic about it. 

At about the same time the Chairman of 
the High School Building Committee stated that 
state funds were used in the building of the 
sidewalks around the High School, both on 
Church Street and Adams Street. 

Monday night, in the Selectmen's Meeting 
the board spent 45 minutes with two members 
Permanent Building Committee. Part of the 
discussion involved proposed sidewalks in 
the school grounds (but on the street) for 
the new proposed Woburn Street School. 

It was accepted as a fact that state funds 
would be spent on this project. 

Mr. De Felice went a little further, and 
cited that the state had nelped to pay for 
the Adams Street sidewalk, but not the Churca 
Street Sidewalk, at the High School. 

It would appear from the evidence offered 
by our town officials that: 

(1) Either the former Town Merceger, or 
the Chairman of the former High School Build- 
ing Committee was wrong. 

(2)-Mr. De Felice was either 50% wrong, 
or 59% right.

THE CONFLICT OF INTEREST LAW 


For some time the Boston Newspapers have 
been carrying stories of how the Conflict of 
Interest Law, which is scheduled to go into 
effect on May 1 will hurt some of the busi- 
ness men of the Massachusetts communities 
who hold office in their towns and cities, 
sometimes unpaid. 

There is no doubt but that some people, 
well qualified and honest, will be barred 
from office on May first - either that or 
they will have to forego that part of ther 
business that they conduct with their own 
municipal government. 

This is, in a large sense, to be regret- 
ted, for honest business men can and often 
do serve their communities from a sense of 
local pride and patriotism. 

On the other side of the coin is the ex- 
ample of a State Legislator, some months ago, 
who was shown to have been conducting a busi- 
ness with a state agency, and who served a 
jail sentence because of the particular way 
he conducted that business. 

Under the conflict of interest law he 
could never have been doing that particular 
business in the first Place - or he would not 
have been a state legislator - one of the 
other - and it is instances such as that 
Particular one which inspired the law. 

Locally most of Wilmington's elected of- 
ficials will not be affected by the Conflict 
of Business law, which Perhaps accounts for 
the lack of noise in this town. 

But there was a conflict of interest, in 
the past three years, which will now be de- 
finitely illegal, 

Town Officials protested to the Past Town 
Manager over this conflict of interest, and 
nothing was done about it. 

As far as Wilmington is concerned, the 
Conflict of Interest Law can do nothing but 
good.

temporary glib attitude of ‘tol- 
erance’ demonstrated by our soc-

most concerned about ministering 
to.’ 

Calling for a more productive 
attitude than the indifference of 
mere tolerance, Mr Thomason quot 
ed G.K, Chesterton, who wrote, 
‘Merely having an open mind is 


of opening the mouth, is 
to shut it on something solid,’ 
‘The Christian calling,’ Mr. Thom 
ason concluded, ‘demands an inner

My wife and I had a visitor on 
Saturday at about twelve noon. 
His name was Mr. Costello. He 
represents the Wilmington Develop 
ment Co, He spread before me the 
Plans of this company with regard 
to an industrial development, He 
wants to put this industry in what 
is now residential area. Ipresume 
he wanted to convince me that 
this project was good and whole- 
some. He did not convince me of 
any such thing. 

Instead, my fears are increased 
that this project Is not in the best 
interests of Wilmington, We need 
industry, but why establish it in 
residential areas when 1500 hun- 
dred acres (Mr. Costello’s figure) 
of industrial property remain un- 
developed, Mr, Costello’s answer 
to the question, ‘Why can’t you 
build on land already zoned for } 
industry?’, was brutally frank. The 
answer was ‘We don’t own it.’ 
The rest of this part of the con- 
versation just revolved around the 
same question resulting with the 
same answer, 

My next question was ‘How are 
you going to prevent Lubbers Brook 
from becoming polluted?’. The ans 
wer was, ‘The Photon plant hasn’t 
polluted the brook’.
